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EINDER TWINE DUTY. 


We have heard from the lum ber- 
men who want a duty of $2.00 pen 
thousand on the rough lumber used 
by the pioneer setjtler in the west, 
Also from the Ontario miller, who 
wants an export duty on North West 
wheat. Now comes the binder twine 
interest with a campaign for the im- 
position of a jtax on that necessity 
ef western farmimg. From time to 
time appear in the eastern press ed- 
itorials under such headings as “A 
Vicious Octorus,” “A Threatened Ev- 
il,” ana the like, in which the story 
is gut up that the International 
Harvester Company, whose entry in- 
to the Dominion was welcomed with 
suck acciaim a short time ago, js en- 
tering upon a fixed policy of putting 
out of business the Canadian binder- 
twime “factories by selling shear 
twime to the farmers, with the ul- 
timate mtention of raising the price 
of twine to the farmers after they 
have driven their comgetitors xut of 
the twine busimess. And the farmers 
ure exhorted, as the womly remedy 
against this “vicious ectopus” and 
““threatdéned evil” to prevent :bem- 
selves from getting cheap binder- 
twine by demanding the imposition 
of a duty upon it. 

These mewsjiper articles are so 
evidently written in the interests of 
the twine mamufacturers that they 
are less likely to achieve their pur- 
¢ose than if their intent was not 
imade q/laim. 

The International Harvesting Com- 
pany is as much aUanadian as a 
United States institution. It aas a 
factory in Canada, where it will op- 
erate on a large seale. An increase 
in the duty on binder-twine would be 
just as much in the imicresis of the 
aternational Llarvester Company, 
operating in Hamifion, as it would 
be in those of (tthe Massoy-Larris 
Company, opemating in Toronte: or 
of any binder-twine factories ogerat- 
ing elscwhere throughout the Do- 
minion, As far as can be learned to- 
day the binder>iwine indusiry of 
Canada is a gart of a combine which 
covers both Camada and the United 
States, and the demand for a duty 
in favor of Canadian (wine is simply 
a demand to enable the Canadian end 
of the combine to take that much 
more out of the pockets of the farm- 
Crs, : 

The plea of patriotism or losalty 
that is beimg made brings to mind 
strongly Dr, Johnson's definition of 
the loyalty cry as the last -ecsort 
of scoufadreds. 

A year or two ago the aiiack on 
the tariff was led by the mdusiries 
which already “were receiving as 
much or more proteciiqn than they 
were entitled to. That having [ail- 
ea, the attack is now renewed on be- 
balf cf the mdustries which for good 
and sufficrent reasons were not giv- 
en the benefit of protective dinticsy 
Th: whole eampaicn, both of ‘the 
gast and present years, is based on 
the broad gnowhd that the *west is 
rich and doimg well and can stand 
it.
